Prodding For The Future. The man who grows a supply of 
well bred seed this year will find a ready market Jfor his surplus 
seed. So mnch sound country run seed, that are soi|nd but not well 
bred, w ill be planted this year, that the demaud fob well bred seed 
will be larger than usual next year. Every farmer should look 
ahead for his own supply. »
